The air 
ship seems to be under perfect control 
of the navigator—rising, lowering and 
changing direction and speed in prompt 
obedience to the steering gear. 
The 
ship has a b rillian t electric headlight, 
which appears to be larger than the 
headlight of a 
locomotive, 
and 
bv 
which the movement of the airship 
may be watched long after the ship is 
lost in darkness, 
Th e speed of tbe a ir­ 
ship is estimated by those who have 
seen it to be from sixty to seventy-five 
miles an hour. 
On one occasion this 
w**ek, when it passed over B ellville , it 
moved so close to the ground that the 
headlight made the city almost as light 
as day. 
The b¿up seemed to stop a few 
miles northeast of the city, rem aining 
stationary for twenty or thirty min­ 
utes. 
Then it sailed up and down, 
north, south, cast, west, now rapidly, 
now slowly, as if the navigator were 
testing the possibilities of his machine. 
It rose at onetim e far above somescat- 
tering clouds, and then sailed away to 
the north and was lost to view. 
A t 2 
o’clock in the morning it was seen go­ 
ing south again, and three hours later 
was seen on it:* way north.— Ex.

Oscar II. Hershey publishes a long 
communication in the 
Freeport Jo u r­ 
nal, in which he discusses tbe mineral 
products from the soil and rocks li k e ly 
to be found in that county. 
He says 
there is no prospects of coal north of 
the site of the sea clitT found in north­ 
ern W hiteside county. 
The rocks from 
there nortn are of greater age than 
the coal bearing period. 
Occasional 
reports of finding coal 
grow out of 
striking black shale. 
Some of the 
Galena limestone of this region for­ 
merly bad petroleum but that has e s­ 
caped, only small amounts being now 
found. 
Sm all 
bodies of iron oxide 
are struck in Stephenson county, but 
iron is so common that they are value­ 
less. 


O ver the 
G alena limestone is a 
bluish gray limestone with thin seams 
of blue and brown shale, outcropping 
at Everts, < rains Grove, along Yellow 
Creek, two miles west of Bolton and 
in 
JolTerson 
township 
on the head 
waters of Loran creek. 
This contains 
small quantities of iron pyrites, some-1 ance 
times mistaken for gold, and often 
called “ fool's gold.’’ 
This sometimes j 
carries gold, but in too small quanti­ 
ties to be of economic value. 
Anyone 
| interested can test this limestone by 


sending a sample, carefully labeled to 
the Chicago *Y 
Aurora M ining and 
Sm elting 
company, 
Aurora, 111, en­ 
closing*!, and stating tha* it is de­ 
sired to have it assayed for gold. 
If 
the percentage reported fall below $5 
a ton. as it certainly w ill pay no more 
attention to the matter. 
A little float 
copper is occasionally found, 
but it 
drifted from Lake Superior, and does 
not signify copper hereabouts in pay­ 
ing quantities. 


Some lead has been found in Steph­ 
enson county, and probably exists in 
paying quantities, it being the only 


mineral product of the county except­ 
ing a little peat. 
The county has pro­ 
duced a little lead in the past. 
It is 
found only 1 ere and there in small de­ 
posits. 
A series of lead beaming crev­ 
ices is traced through .letierson to south 
of Freeport. passing near Pearl City 
and Bolton. 
Mr. Hershey concludes 
his paper as follows: 


“ The old lead mines, three miles 
southeast of 
Freeport, are on thi s • 
crevices. 
Cnfortunately, nearly the 
W h o le distance from 
Pearl C ity 
to 
j liockton the valleys of Yellow Creek 
and the Pocatonica river occupy the 
j position of this series of crevices and 
have cut them away. 
Yet it is a sig­ 
nificant fact that wherever hills project 
into the valleys so a* to be crossed bv 


these crevices prospecting shows the 
presence of lead, often in paying quan­ 
tities. 
Quite a vein was discovered at 
the old mines near Freeport, already 
mentioned, and it has been extensively 
worked. 
It is safe to say that others 
occur in the vicinity.

1NDIANS AND TH E RA IN BO W . 


The Zuni* Think the Heavenly Phenome­ 
non Kmbofiien the Form of a Demon. 


Captain Trevitt W. Okoy of b s An­ 
geles, Gal., for many years stationed in 
Arizona and N ew Mexico w ith the r e g ­ 
ular army, told about the myths and 
superstitions <>f the Zuni Indians to a 
group of friends at a Broadway hotel 
one evening. 
“ In the Zuni m ind,“ said he, “ the 
rainbow has ever In-on a deified animal, 
having the attributes of a human being 
and also the body and some of the func­ 
tions of a measuring worm. 
Obviously 
the striped back and arched attitude of 
the measuring worm, its sudden appear 
mice and disappearance among the leaves 
of the plants which it inhabits, are the 
analogies upon which this personifica­ 
tion is based. 
As the measuring worm 
eoiiKumos the herbage of the plants and 
causes them to dry up, so the rainbow, 
which appears only after the rain, is 
supposed by the simple minded Indian 
to cause a cessation of rain, and conse 
qtiently to be the originator of droughts, 
under the influence of which 
plants 
wither away, as they do under the rav 
ages of the measuring worms. 
“ It w ill Is* seen that the visible phe­ 
nomenon called the rainbow gets by anal­ 
ogy the jsT.sonality of the measuring 
worm, w hile from the worm in turn the 
rainbow gets its function as a god. 
Of j 
this the cessation of the rain 011 the np 
J 
pearanee of the rainbow is adduced as 1 
proof. 
The fading of the flowers is at I 
fributed to the rainbow, which, consum­ 
ing their imperceptible existences, t h u s 
derives his brilliant coloring, just as it 
is believed that tie* measuring worm 
gets his green, yellow and red strijies 
from the leaves and flowers which it 
devours. 
“ The influence of this union upon the 
Zuni mind is to 
place the rainbow 
among the malignant gods 
It 
a fre ! 
quent lv painted on war shields and made ! 
a demon to he propitiated, yet shunned. ! 
When a raiidwnv appears in the sky, the ! 
/uni Indians and those of manv other 1 
¡ribe.s turn their hacks upon flu* lteauti 
ful sight and covertly impm*ate the j 
unfriendly spirit.

growing up 
The horses on the plaina i 
now are about one-half w ithout brands 1 
and a re relapsed into a perfectly wild 
state. 
“ Down in the southern part of Utah, 
w here my cattle range all the year, 
hoys 
are 
shooting these wild horses 
w henev er they get a ehatiee 
This prac 
tire, of course, makes th o s e horses that 
escape wilder than ev er, and it is only 
now and then that a hand of horses can 
he approached near enough to get a shot 
a t them 
There is no danger of any one 
being injured 
by 
this sport, as the 
horses are a nuisance, and all cattlem en 
w ish to see them exterm inated 
Many 
cattlem en 
themselv es own 
hands of 
horses that are running wild, and w hen 
they go out to round them up it is not 
as of old to brand, but to shoot them. 
“ In the Rocky m ountain ranges in

worse than a m urderer and was banged 
sometimes on v ery slight ev idence 
“ A man who would now go out on 
the range and steal a few bands of 
horses would be allowed to ship them 
aw ay and he hailed as a public henefac 
tor. Around his nock, instead of a rope, 
would be throw n w reaths of flowers, 
and all men would praise him as a 
philanthropist of a v ery high order 
" I t is a tact that any one w ho wished 
could round up all the horses In* could 
find in almost anv section of the Kocky 
m ountain range and no one would ques­ 
tion his right 
The day of the range 
horse is past, and it will nev er come 
again 
The time is coming, in m y mind, 
w hen the horse, like the buffalo, will 
be in danger of becoming ext met 
‘Don i you know that in recent years 
the railroads compel a shippci to prepay 
freight on horses, which is the only sort 
of liv e stock w hen such a rule applies 
1 he sport ot hunting horses is eu 
eouraged by stockmen and can lie in 
dulged in w tli im punity 
It isdest ined. 
I think, to become v ery popular, as it is 
exciting and som ew hat dangerous.

He had been prev iously 
offered the position of president of the 
N ational Express company, organized 
by capitalists in New York, at a salary 
of $5 0,000 a year, and, although v ery 
poor in purse, he decided, as he alw ays 
did decide, to follow w hat he deemed 
the line of his duty and dev ote th« * re 
znainder of his life to the education of 
youth 
He w ielded his v ast influence in the 
south to soften the asperities tha t ev er 
spring from civ il w ar and to prom ote 
am ong its people a spirit of uutioual 
fraternity 
In the period of political feeling e n ­ 
gender» ^ by party strife under the re­ 
construction 
act of 
congress sev eral 
professors in his college» , wdiile in a 
large* com pany of ladies and gentlem en, 
denounced tlx* gov ernm ent of the U n it­ 
ed States in his presence, and he re 
prov ed the ir harsh strictures by reciting 
the follow ing lines written, by the per 
sian }>o«‘t Haiiz:

G reat interest, has been created in as 
tronom ieal circles by some of the results 
reached by Professor Fimon N ewcomb 
in his more recent inv estigations. 
One 
of these is that astronom ers hav e been 
ov erestim atin g the distances of the stars 
an d tlx* other tha t our univ erse has, aft 
er all, <a fairly w ell defined lim it 
The 
first of these conclusions Professor New 
com b bases on an idea tha t the stars 
w hich are called the sm aller ones be­ 
cause they are less bright m ay not be 
large stars at a v ery g reat distance, but 
perhaps sm aller or dim m er ones nearer 
at hand 
The old idea is fa m ilia r to all 
— nam ely, tha t all tlx* stars are of the 
sam e brightness and that the fainter 
ones are at a v ery m uch greater distance 
from us than the bright ones T his the ­ 
ory, howev er, has been w eakened by 
la te r discov eries, such as, for example, 
tha t .Sirius has a companion whose light, 
if equal surfaces be considered, is but a 
fraction of that of its principal, and as­ 
tronom ers hav e come to recognize dim 
stars, or ev en « lark ones, lik« * the com 
panions of Algol, about w hich so much 
has lat**lv been w ritten to be quite as 
eninniou 
perhaps 
in the univ erse a.

There is no u se telling who his mas­ 
ter was, for it might vex some poor sen­ 
sitive sou l beyond the Styx and to n< 
pu rpose. 
Bu t, for himself, be was a 
most familiar figu re on the link s—tall, 
bent, somewhat one sided, an infirmity j 
that increased with years and rheu ma­ 
tism, with an angu lar 
face, clean 
shaved twice a week , with a Scotch 
bonnet stu ck awry above it and a short 
clay pi]M‘ insecu rely held m the cornet 
of his mou th for lack of teeth. Presu m­ 
ably he had not been always thu s, 
j 
Dou btless there had been a time when 
he was a barelegged gossoon, scamper­ 
ing blithely with nak ed feet, and again j 
a time when he was a spru ce you ng1 
man, a favorite with the lassies may-! 
be, bu t if su ch times had ever been it 
was extremely hard to pictu re them tc 
one’s mental vision, and “ Slowbaek ” 
himself never referred to them. 
It was impossible to pictu re him oth­ 
er than he was when first we k new him 
—shambling in gait, crook ed of aspect, 
(dad in long trou sers and an inadequ ate­ 
ly short coat, with

All this was m the years before the 
“ boom” in golf which led to the game 
becoming the possession of all and su n­ 
dry. 
Book s had not been written abou t 
the game, and all the available maxims 
were carried in the heads of those who, 
lik e “ Slowbaek ,” made a profession 
either of playing or of carrying clu bs. 
The maxims were su bstantially three, 
“ Slew back ,” ‘‘Keep you r eye on the 
ball ’ and “ Don’t press.” 
To these 
might have been added a fou rth, “ Be 
u p. ” Bu t this applied more particu larly 
to the short game, and it was the first 
of the m axims concerned with the more 
gloriou s bu siness of the drive, that was 
destined to exercise an important in­ 
flu ence on “ Slowback 's” life. 
There is 
no dou bt, of cou rse, that he had another 
name than this sobriqu et, bu t it hap­ 
pened to none of u s ever to learn it, and 
the manner in which he obtained his 
appellation was as follows: His mastei 
was never more than an indifferent 
player at the best. 
He was consciou s of 
his deficiencies, bu t rather than attrib­ 
u te them to what were perhaps their 
tru er cau se, of fau lty eyesight or inade­ 
qu ate mu scle, preferred to refer them to 
neglect of some of the important max­ 
ims of the golfing art and especially to 
that first qu oted one of “ Slow baek .” 
He conceived that he had contracted a 
fatal Jiu hit of hu rrying the clu b away, 
in the back strok e, from the ball, and 
that this iu itial error was responsible 
for all the su bsequ ent miss hits and top­ 
pings with which the clu b visited the 
ball on its descent. 
Maybe 
he was 
right. Bu t in any case the means by 
which he strove to cu re himself of this 
fatal tendency were to mak e his caddie 
ejacu late the magic words of monition, 
“ Slow back !” each time that he prepared 
to raise his clu b for the driving strok e. 
The resu lt, it has to be admitted, was 
not wholly satisfactory. One can say no 
more than that his execu tion might 
conceivably have been worse in the ab­ 
sence of the warning. 
Thu s it went on for several years. At 
the end of that time it happened that 
“ Slowbaek V ’ master—for already the 
caddie had earned the nick name by 
which alone we k new him—was called 
away for three week s or so by the death 
of a near relative. 
Then “ Slowbaek ” 
carried clu bs for another master. 
Bu t 
the habit that he had 
these years of ejacu lating his monitory 
“ Slow back !” u s Ids master raised the 
clu b was not to be denied. 
Still, at the 
conclu sion of each address to the ball, 
tie u ttered the solemn words, then fou nd 
himself covered with the most pitifu l 
confu sion at the rebu k e which his u n­ 
called for inteib renoe had merited. For 
a strok e or two, pu tting great restraint 
u pon himself, lie su cceeded in k eeping 
his sou l in silence, Loit at the next the 
inevitable exclamation brok e from him 
again, to the distraction and despair of 
the su fferer to whom it was addressed. 
Du ring the three week s of his master’s 
absence several golfers made trial of 
“ ¿lowback ’s” services, for he was an 
excellent caddie, saving his single idio­ 
syncrasy, and regarded with a certain af­ 
fection as being somewhat of a “ charac­ 
ter” besides. Bu t none cou ld su ffer him 
long. 
One after another had to give 
him u p u fter being redu ced to impo­ 
tence and despair by his ravenlik e 
croak . 
At length his legitimate master 
retu rned, and “ Slowbaek ” was a man 
again. 
A few more years dragged their 
length to a close, and then the hand of 
death fell, this time on no near relative 
of his master, bu t on the master him- 
lelf. 
“ Slowbaek ,” in a new su it of 
mou rning, followed him to the grave 
d came back , still wearing his appar* 


in u nmeasu red terms 
his rebu k e brou ght “ Slowbaek ” to the 
verge of tears. Then, partly by his op­ 
ponent and partly by the opponent's 
caddie, the situ ation was explained. 
He fou nd himself able to mingle a meas­ 
u re of pity w ith his wrath, bu t throu gh­ 
ou t the rou nd the ejacu lation, many 
times repeated, in the speak er’s own 
despite, spoiled his intended strok e and 
led to the immediate payment of the 
caddie and rejection of his fu rther serv­ 
ices. 
Several times du ring the ensu ing 
week s did now one and now another, 
| in ignorance or in pity, engage the u n­ 
fortu nate man to carry clu bs, bu t in no 
case cou ld his idiosyncrasy be endu red 
beyond the limits of a single1 rou nd. He 
made efforts that were absolu tely heroic 
to overcome it. swathing the woolen 
comforter arou nd his mou th u ntil as­ 
phyxiation threatened him, bu t throu gh 
all the folds of the stu ff came, with a 
mu ffled lu gu briou sness, the hatefu l ex 
clamation which the man wou ld have 
given worlds to have withheld. 
Do 
what he wou ld he cou ld not rid himself 
of this damnosa lu en-ditu s, bequ eathed 
to him, along with his slender pension, 
by his departed master. 
Gradu ally he 
grew to recognize the hopelessness of 
his condition and ceased even to seek 
employment-. He spent his days sitting 
dejectedly on the accu stomed seat, grow 
ing thinner and more gau nt as poverty 
set its grip more firmly u pon him, 
gratefu l if now and again one of his 
friends on the bench wou ld give him a 
fill of tobacco for his seldom replenished 
pipe. 
At length he ceased to frequ ent tin 
link s altogether 
For some days no one 
seemed to notice his absence. 
Then it 
was noticed tl at “ Slow baek ” had dis 
appeared, and ,ve began to ask qu estion - 
abou t him. 
His cronies k new nothing , 
only that ho had not been down to the j 
link s for a day or two. 
We inqu ired 
w here he lodged and with some diffi 
eu lty fou nd the locality. 
It w as u p a I 
steep stair in a little hou se of aback 
street. 
His landlady told u s that she 
feared he was not well. 
For some days 
he had not left the hou se and had eaten 
next to nothing; said his stomach re­ 
fu sed food, and that lie had no appe­ 
tite. We ask ed her whether she thou ght 
he lack ed for money, bu t the woman 
said no, bu sing her information on the 
fact that he had k ept lu s small rent 
paid u p. 
When we went in, it appeared at once 
that in was very bad. 
He lay on the 
bed terribly wasted, scarcely more than 
a sk eleton of a man. We ask ed whether 
he had seen a doctor and being told 
no sent off for one at once.

Did you ever hear of a tre e bearing 
g lu e , towels, cloth, tinder and bread? 
There is ju st su ch a wonder,

fou nd on the Pacific islands and it is 
called the bread fru it tree. 
It is abou t u s tall as a three story 
hou se and the branches come ou t straight 
from the tree lik e so many arms. They 
are covered with leaves nearly 2 feet 
long and deeply gashed at the edges, 
while half hidden among them is the 
finit, growing lik e 
apples on short 
stems, bu t larger and having a thick 
yellow rind. 
This fru it is lik e bread, and it is in 
season du ring eight months of the year, 
the natives finding a good living in it. 
They gather it while it is green and 
bak e it in an oven. 
Scraping off its 
ou ter black ened cru st they come to the 
loaf, w hich is very mu ch lik e nice white 
bread. 
As for glu e, it oozes from the tru nk 
of the tree and is fou nd u sefu l for many 
pu rposes. 
The leaves mak e excellent 
towels for the few natives who care to 
u se them, and from the inner bark of 
the tree a k ind of coarse cloth can be 
made. 
Besides this, its dried blossoms 
are u sed for tinder in lighting fires, and 
the wood is in great demand for bu ild­ 
ing pu rposes.—Chicago Record.

Twice bands o f In­ 
dians, acco mpanied by French, To ry 
ami British partisans fro m Detro it, bear­ 
ing the flag o f Great Britain, attacked 
Bo o nesbo ro .
